WainfleetATV 
trail panned

WAINFLEET — Residents made it 
very clear: ATVs aren't welcome in 
Wainfleet. 

Township council chambers were 
packed with pro- and anti-ATV trail 
supporters last week, with the anti-trail 
side being the more vocal of the two 
groups. 

Wainfleet held a public meet¬ 
ing about a proposed trail diagonally 
across the township that in some places 
would necessitate all-terrain vehicle 
riders using public roads. 

Tracy-Lynn Bell-Volpato, president 
of Quad Niagara ATV Club, said the 
club believes in safe, responsible riding 
and respecting landowners’ rights. 

She said the club would have — if the 
trail were allowed — wardens to watch 
over trails and ensure riders were fol¬ 
lowing proper etiquette. It would also 
have insurance through the Ontario 
Federation of ATV clubs.

Brothers couldn’t save cattle 


WAINFLEET - Two 
Wainfleet brothers couldn’t 
save any of their 100 cows 
and calves caught in an early 
morning fire despite their 
efforts to get the animals out¬ 
side and away from the bam 
they were housed in. 

Tim Bartels, 25, said he 
smelled something weird at 
about 12:20 a.m. Wednesday, 
May 23 and got up to take a 
look outside. 

What he saw was fire 
coming from the second floor 
from the middle of the barn 
on their property near the 
corner of Millrace and Forks 
Rd. 

“My brother and I tried to 
unhook some of the cows ... 
and we got some calves loose 
outside the bam, but they all

120-year old barn demolished by excavator

There was nothing the two 
could do as the fire spread 
through the barn at 41797 
Millrace Rd., which Bartels 
estimated at more than 120 
years old and which had been 
altered over the years with 
additions. 

“The bam was here for prob¬ 
ably 80 years before my dad 
got here ... my dad came here 
in 1965." 

Roughly half the 100-head 
herd were dairy cows and the 
rest were a mix of calves, bulls 
and heifers. The family also 
had raw milk stored on site 
that was to be picked up on 
Wednesday. 

Bartels, who worked on the 
farm before taking on another 
job, didn’t know what his 
father planned to do next, but 
said he’d probably try to start 
over. He said his one younger 


brother was set to take over the 
farm from their father. 

The barn was 
here for probably 
80 years before my dad 
got here... my dad came 
here in 1965.”

Family and friends gath¬ 
ered on the front porch of the 
family home and watched as 
Wainfleet firefighters hosed 
down hot spots and a large 
John Deere excavator was used 
to clear smouldering bales of 
hay and the remains of the 
bam. 

Wainfleet fire Chief Harry 
Flagg said the excavator was 


called in at 2 a.m. to help tear 
down the bam. He said it was 
beyond saving. 

Flagg said the call came in 
at 12:30 a.m. The two-storey 
barn was fully aflame when 
volunteer firefighters arrived 
on scene. 

“We called both Pelham and 
Port Colborne for mutual aid 
with tankers and manpower,” 
said Flagg.

Wainfleet’s firefighters. Flagg 
said Wainfleet has 45 volunteer 
firefighters, though not all were 

“Some of our guys were 
working night shifts and they 
came here this morning,” he 

Wainfleet’s tanker trucks 
and the ones from Port 
Colbome and Pelham shuttled 


back and forth between the 
fire scene and a hydrant at the 
township arena at the other 
end of Millrace. Firefighters 
also pumped water from two 
nearby creeks. 

The fire was so intense it 
caused a hydro line to melt and 
fall, melted paint off a garage 
across the street and singed 
nearby plants and bushes. 

“We were trying to protect 
nearby exposures,” said Flagg. 

Paramedics were on standby 
at the scene until 7 a.m. 
Flagg called in the Ministry 
of Environment, Ministry of 
Agriculture and environmen¬ 
tal remediation and hazardous 
materials abatement company 
Quantum Murray. 

Flagg said the Agriculture 
Ministry representative was 
called because of the animals 
that died in the fire. 


The Environment Ministry 
was to look at water run-off 
coming from the fire and 
ensuring it did not enter 
nearby creeks. The fire water 
run-off could possibly be con¬ 
taminated from the dead ani¬ 
mals and their waste inside the 

“Quantum Murray is going 
to bring in a vacuum truck to 
clean up the water," the chief 
said, adding the company was 
also working to make sure 
nothing entered the creeks. 

Flagg expected firefighters 
to be on scene all day. He said 
Ontario Fire Marshal’s Office 
investigators would not be 
called in to try and determine a 
cause because there was noth¬ 
ing left of the bam to look at. 
He said there was nothing to 
give firefighters any cause for 
suspicion about the fire. 


No was one was injured in 
the blaze. 

Two hay wagons parked 
outside the barn were also 
damaged. 

“It was a real mess," said 
Niagara Regional Police Sgt. 
Mike Waters. 

Though a dollar figure has 
yet to be placed on the damage, 
Waters estimated it could reach 
the $l-million mark 

Once all factors of the work¬ 
ing dairy farm are consid¬ 
ered, “damage is going to be 
in excess of several hundred 
thousands," he said. 

Adding in the destroyed 
structures could increase that 
number to $1 million, he said, 
calling the damage “pretty 
extensive.”

Bell-Volpato's presentation 
was brief and it was the second 
time she’s appeared before 
council. Last November, the 
club proposed another loca¬ 
tion for a trail system in the 
township and that was met 
with criticism from nearby res¬ 
idents The club went back to 
the drawing board and came 
up with the proposal presented 
Tuesday night. 

As pitched, the trail would 
start at Phillips Rd. near Forks 
Rd., head west on Feeder Rd. E. 
(on the north side of the road), 
go down to Overholt Rd. where 
it would then head south on

“Let’s look at the pros and 
cons of this proposed trail 
for the people of Wainfleet... 
First the pros ...” said Houle, 
who fell silent for a second. 
“And now the cons.” 

He said there are 35 tax¬ 
payers along with route who 
will be affected by a trail run¬ 
ning across the tops of their 
driveways. 

“Their right to enjoy the 
peace and quiet of their 
rural lands will be disturbed 
immeasurably by scores of 
passing ATVs. Keep in mind, 
these are not scooters, they 


are motorized vehicles that 
operate at decibels border¬ 
ing on the cacophony of a 
Harley-Davidson.” 

Houle said — and others 
agreed — that property 
values will drop if ATV trails 
run past their homes. 

”... it is not council’s obli¬ 
gation to cater to a special 
interest group from out of the 
township, its responsibility is 
to the people of Wainfleet,” 
he said. 

One man said ATVers tear 
across his property and have 
no regard for anyone’s safety. 

He said gates closing an 
access road on his property 


had been stolen and holes 
had been cut in his fence so 
ATVers, and motorcycles, 
could continue using a trail 
they made. 

“A weekend at my place 
is pure hell,” the man said, 
adding he’s afraid someone 
is going to get hurt. 

Bell-Volpato said those 
types of riders are irrespon¬ 
sible, but if given a legal trail 
system and some education, 
problems they cause could 
be eliminated. 

A Quad Niagara club 
member from Virgil said 
education is key and that all 
club members want is a place 


to ride. His comments were 
echoed by a couple of other 
ATV riders at the meeting. 
Having a legal trail system 
that winds through Niagara 
is what the club is working 
toward, trying to establish 
trails in other municipalities 

Mayor April Jeffs said 
the next steps are for a staff 
report to come forward 
addressing the comments of 
residents and looking at the 
current plans in place for the 
recreation master plan. 

The public, she said, has 
until Tuesday, May 29, to 
submit comments.

Residents raised many valid concerns concerning ATVs, 
things like noise and property damage. 

Some ATVers have tom through farmers fields across the 
township and across the property. One man said gates had 
been stolen and fences cut on his property. The speed of the 
riders and dust being raised as they sped by were also brought 
up. 

Tracy-Lynn Bell-Volpato, president of Quad Niagara ATV 
Club, told council and residents that those kinds of riders were 
irresponsible and did not represent the club. 

While we agree with her that those types of riders are totally 
irresponsible and disrespectful, we believe it’s hard for most 
people to separate the good from the bad ATV riders. 

Club members may be the nicest people in the world, but 
when residents have had nothing but bad experiences with 
ATVs, they look at every rider as a bad rider. Club members 
can’t expect perceptions to change overnight and will have to 
work very hard if they want residents on their side. 

One resident said the proposed trail would run right in front 
of his house. He was concerned such a trail would devalue his 
property and make it harder to sell, were he looking to leave 
Wainfleet. 

In total, he said, there are 35 taxpayers along the proposed 
route who could affected by a trail running across the tops of 
their driveways. 

Their right to enjoy the peace and quiet of their rural lands 
would be disturbed, he added. 

He called the ATVers an outside, special interest group. 
While there could be club members from Wainfleet, it does 
appear the club is made up of residents from outside the 
township and that the trail would be just for them. 

The club said Wainfleet residents would probably use the 
trail themselves. And while that may be hue, the club should 
have brought in some of those residents if it wanted to make a 
stronger case for the trail. 

Once all of the public comments are in, the deadline was 
this past Tuesday, staff will come up with a report and present 
it to council. 

Like club members and residents alike, we’re anxious to see 
what becomes of the proposal.

DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 

Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription 
medications can be dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of 
severe CNS depression when taken with opioids, benzodiazepines and 
barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism (breakdown to 
active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol 
intake can also cause problems with certain medications because of 
the effect it has on the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (Tylenol) metabolism 
increasing its conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always 
best not to exceed four grams of acetaminophen a day, especially if 
you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the damage it can due to 
your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin 
can increase the risk of Gl bleeds. However, an occasional drink with 
NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin 
metabolism and increase your INR. If you change your usual alcohol 
intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the 
potential when mixed with alcohol to make people quite ill. When 
taken to together a patient may experience low blood pressure, 
shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as Glyburide or 
insulin are at risk of severe hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when 
they drink alcohol. These patients should limit alcohol to an occasional 
single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of 
alcohol consumption because of the additive affects of drowsiness 
and respiratory depression. Patients have been known to aspirate 
their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely to 
happen if a person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol 
and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if 
you receive a new prescription and intend to have a few alcoholic 
beverages. Also please notify your physician or pharmacist if you are 
a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while taking 
your prescription previous liver damage could affect how well you 
metabolize your medication. This could result in too high, or too low 
a dose for you.

Welland River Floodplain Review and 
Implementation Committee 


The Niagara Peninsula Conservation Authority’s legislative mandate as set out in the 
Conservation Authorities Act is to establish and undertake programs designed to further the 
conservation, restoration, development and management of natural resources. 

In keeping with its mandate, through its Water Management program the NPCA identifies 
and regulates development in flood prone lands, valley lands, wetlands and Great Lakes 
shorelines. As part of this work it is necessary to review the status of technical information 
and policies to ensure that information is up-to-date to reflect current standards. 

In recent years CA’s throughout the province have undertaken modeling studies in order to 
update their old floodplain mapping. In 2006, NPCA began its program to reanalyze and 
remap the floodplains within its area of jurisdiction and in 2010, began work on updating the 
modeling/mapping for the Welland River Watershed. 

In January 2012, after concerns by affected landowners were brought forward the NPCA 
Board formed an Ad-Hoc Committee to engage affected property owners, review issues 
related to generation and implementation of the new floodplain mapping and to advise on a 
strategy and timeline for implementing the new mapping. This committee will include four 
(4) members appointed from the public at large. 

SUMMARY OF COMMITTEE MEMBER RESPONSIBILITIES 

Make appropriate recommendations to the NPCA Board with respect to implementing 
updated floodplain mapping for the Welland River through: 

♦ Attending meetings as required 

♦ Participating in setting out a process to allow for transparent public input 

♦ Reviewing peer opinions including technical information (i.e. rainfall, sedimentation, 
modeling assumptions, etc.) as appropriate to validate and confirm the accuracy and 
applicability of new floodplain mapping in accordance with provincial Technical 
Guidelines 

♦ Reviewing current policies related to existing uses and new construction in the Welland 
River Floodplain and make recommendations for new policy including phase in options 
for updated floodplain mapping 

♦ Participating in development of a process to disseminate information quantifying impacts 
of the infrastructure and operations affecting the Welland River (i.e. siphons, hydro 
operations, bridges) 

♦ Reviewing possible viable options to reduce floodplain damages or risks
